Mrs. Nellie G. Dail, mother of Mrs 
Forrest E. Doucette’ of Upland and a 
widely known resident of this area for 
more than 30 years, celebrated her 100th 
birthday July 18 at the home of her son 
and daughter-in-law, Dr. and Mrs 
Howard Dail, in Orinda, Calif 

A spry little lady of jess than 90 
pounds, remarkably healthy and mental- 
ly alert, she has continually insisted 
since her 90th birthday that she would 
make it to her 100th, and as this event ap- 
proached, her repeated request was to 
not “make a big thing’’ out of it as had 
been done by her family and numerous 
friends on pervious birthdays 

For sever! years, Mrs. Dail has busied 
herself in writing her memoirs in very 
legible long hand and they have now been 
typed by her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Dail, 
and distributed to members of her im- 
mediate family 

Amounting to 90 pages, double spaced, 
‘My Memoirs” contains the following 
Statement 

‘How strange it seers, with so muck 
gone of life, to still live on.” 

Mrs. Dail, who was born in Lindley, 
Missouri, July 18, 1874, is one of four 
children born to Johnson and Martha 
DeWitt, her mother belonging to the 
Wright family, made famous by Orville 
and Wilbur Wright with their first 
successful mechanicai powered airplane 
flight in 1903 

Early in life, Mrs. Dail lost her hus- 
band. Following several years of main- 
taining the family farm, she settled in 
Columbia, Missouri, to raise her four 


At this time, she became a hbrarian in 
the biology department of the University 
of Missouri 

Always anxious and willing to travel 
she refused to go by airplane until three 
months before her 96th birthday, when 
she took off from the Ontario Inter 
national Airport via Air California to 
visit her son. Dr. Dail, and his family 

Due to her age and first flight, the air 
line gave her the roeval treatment with 
photographers shooting her from all 
angles while staff members overwhelm- 
ed her with gifts and attention as she 
came aboard and during the flight to 
Oakland 

In addition to the many greetings she 
received from friends and family. those 
who attended her birthday dinner at the 
Dail home included her daughter and 
son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Van Robbine 
from Madera, Calif.; their son and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. John Robbins 
and children, from Madera; Mr. and 
Mrs. Doucette, Upland: and their son 
Dail, who stopped to greet his grand- 
mother on route from Boston to La Jolla 
to attend a college class reunion 

While making her home with the 
Doucettes at 219 Harvard Place, On 
tario, and later at 2485 Mesa Terrace. 
Upland, Mrs. Dail maintained her 
membership in the First United 
Methodist Church of Ontario where she 
participated frequently in social 
gatherings 

For the past several years, she has 
made her home between that of her 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs 
Vaughn Robbins of Madera, and Dr
